tions of theSouth and West. I remem 
ber seelng one at Randolph, Tenn., in 
June,1877, Randolph is in Tippon 
county on the Mississippi bluffs) I had 
to stay there over Sunday, and learning 
that there was a meeting at Salem 
church, six miles away, | borrowed a 
horse and rode to the place. The 


church, built of logs, with the ‘cracks’ 


daubed, sat back about 100 yards from 
the road in the middie of a grove. In- 
side, the seats were all pretty well fill- 
ed, and every head in the churvh turned 
as Lentered. I. shrank into a corner 
and took a seat as quickly as possible 
In front there were a few benches 
made of unvarnished poplar, but the 
supply falling short the demand had 
been met by planks laid on boxes. On 
one of these I sat down next to a port- 
ly lady dressed in a cotton gown with 
broad yellow checks. The minister 
had well earned his reputation of 
being a ‘powerful exhorter,’ as I found 
when he commenced his sermon, As 
he warmed to his work he walked 
rapidly from side to side of the pulpit, 
stopping occasionally, as in a thunder- 
ing voice he warned his unconverted 
hearers that they were ‘hanging over 
hell-fire by a single hair,’ to deal re- 
sounding blows to the Bible with his 
fists by way of emphasis. When he 
concluded he took a long craSi towel 
and. girded it around his waist. At 
the side of the pulpit was a bucket of 
water and a ‘noggin.’ If you don’t 
happen tO. kfow what a noggin is I 
may explain that it is a amall tuba 
size larger than a piggin. This one 
had been constructed by sawing a 
whisky keg in half. When the preach- 
er commenced pouring the water into 
it an old gentleman in the amen cor- 
ner commenced pulling off his brogans 


and rolling up the bottoms of his, 


trousers. 

“*Will some brother raise a hymn? 
asked the minister, and the brother. 
who now had his shoes off and was en- 
gaged with his home-knit cotton socks, 
raised one: “I am aSoldier of the Cross,” 
and as the congregation joined he put 
both feet in the noggin, which had 
The preacher 
squatted down in front of him, rubbed 
his hands around over the feet and up 
and down his shins half way to the 
knee. When the brother thought 
they were washed enough, he held 
them up out of the water, and the par- 
son wiped them on the crash towel. 
Then the parson sat down, and, having 
pulled off his shoes, had his feet wash. 
ed by the brother to whom he had 
just ministered. All who wished to 
join in the ceremony had taken posses~ 
sion of the front seats—the mourners’ 
benches. Among those who had gone 
up had been the portly sister by whom 
Isat. The noggin came to her next 
and she washed the feet of the sister 
next to her, having her own washed 
inturn. When all the feet on the 
front seat had been bathed, the water 
in the noggin was emptied out the 
vack door and a fresh supply brought 
in from the well near the church. 
The noggin passed around from brother 
to brother and from sister to sister for 
an hour, and in that time | saw more 
varieties of feet than I have ever seen 
before or since.”

Astothe quantity of light at the 
bottom of the sea there has been much 
dispute. Animals dredged from below 
700 fathoms either have no eyes, or 
faint indications of them, or else their 
eyes are very large and protruding. 
Crabs’ eyes are four or five times as 
large as those of a crab from surface 
water, which shows that that light is 


‘feeble, and that eyes to be of any use 


must be very large and sensitive. An- 
other strange thing is that where the 
creatures in those lower depths have 
any color it is of orange or red, or red- 
dish orange. Sea anemones, corals 
shrimp and crabs have this brilliant 
color. Sometimes it is pure red or 
scarlet, and in many specimens it in- 
clines toward purple. Not a green or 
blue fish is found. The orange red is 
the fish’s protection, for the bhuish- 
green light in the bottom of the ocean 
makes the orange or red fish appear of 
a neutral tint and hides it from ene- 
mies. Many animals are black, others 
neutral in color. Some fish are pro- 
vided with boring tails so that they 
can barrow in the mud. Finally, the 
surface of the submarine mountain {fs 
covered with shells, like an ordinary 
sea beach, showing that it is the eat- 
ing-house of vast schools of carnivor- 
ous animals. A codfish takes a whole 
oyster into its mouth, cracks the shells, 
digests the meat and spits vut the rest. 
Crabs crack the shelis and suck out the 
meat. In this way come whole mounds 
of shdlis that are dredged up. —Pro- 
fessor Verrill.. 


the collieries of the middle district of 
the anthracite coal fields, of which this 
city is the center, made last year nearly 
one hundred widows and over five 
hundred orphans. But notwithstand- 
ing the frequency of fatal accidents 
and the absence of any organized ebart- 
ty, the larders of the widowed families 
are never empty, none go naked, the 
household fires are not extinguished 


by a Jandlord’s warrant, Kind hands 
see that food is provided each day, and 


the mines de not ferget to carry to the 
widow’s home a lump of anthracite for 
the next day’s use. Communism in a 
peculiar sense prevails among the coal 
miners of Pennsylvania. The lucky 
divide with the unlucky as readily and 
as cheerfully as if they belonged toone 
family. However much all may 
quarrel on abstract questions of pol: 
tics or religion, all discussions are 
dropped at the appeal of charity. 

While, as has been said, no organ 
ized relief societies exist among the 
colliers, there is a general system in 
vogue which does its work well and 
promptly. Every printing office in 
this region is visited weekly by persons 
wanting raffle tickefs. These tickets 
cost one dollur & hundred, and are 
headed “Raffle for a cooking stove,” or 
clock, bureau, quilt, table, or some 
other article of domestic use, It is an- 
nounced that the rafile is for the bene. 
fit of a widow or injured miner, and 
on the “night after pay day.” The 
price of the ticket is generally fifty 
cents. The raffle is in charge of a 
committee whose names appear on the 
ticket. Take the case of a woman, 
for instance, lately made a widow. 
She has been left penniless, as miners’ 
widows usually are. Everybody un- 
derstands this, and the hundred tickets 
are promptly disposed of among the 
miners, who pay for them on pay day. 
On that night the Widow gets $50 casi. 
The night of the raffle comes, and, pos- 
sibly, one-fifth of the ticket holders 
assemble. A fiddler, a keg of beer, 
and a little “hard shtuff” form the ele. 
ments of the entertainment. The 
young lads join in a dance with the 
lasses, the old men sup and smoke 
their pipes, and the old women recount 
the virtues of the deceased miner. 
About midnight the raffle begins. 
The names of the ticket purchasers 
are putinto a hat and well shaken. 
Whoever secures the prize at once 
turns it over to the beneficiary. The 
company breaks up happy over the 
good time they have had, and the kind 
deed they have done. That $50 goes a 
long way in keeping the shadows from 
the little house. It will sometimes 
pay a whole year’s rent, and it only re- 
quires one or two more raffles to keep 
the victor’s poor larder stocked, for it 
must be understvod that potatoes, cab- 
bages, and meal, form the staple arti- 
cles of diet in these humble homes. 

A year is along time for a comely 
and thrifty woman to remain a widow 
at the mines, no matter how many 
children she may have. Jim is killed 
to-day, and possibly before the summer 


insists upon marrying Jim’s widow 
Jim’s babies become his. And if you 
go below the surface you will find the 
foundation of Jack’s action to be pure 
charity. It is a matter of record that. 
when the terrible Avondale disaster | 
occurred so many widows and helpless 
ones were left that the matter of caring 
for the former speedily was discussed. 
It was quickly settled by propositions 
of marriage, and within a very short 
time after the calamity the household 
of every victim was protected. This 
same spirit exists in every mining 
community to-day, and is a shield 
against much distress. 

Efforts have been made from time to 
time to induce the miners to abandon 
a custom that prevails among them. 
Whenever a man is killed in a mine 
while at work, every man in the col- 
liery where the accident occurs stops 
work. Frequently 1500 employes turn 
out and remain out for two days. 
There appears to be a deep superstition 
that prompts that peculiar exhibition 
of respect for the dead.

party, ( that is, so far as our interest 
goes. ) 

We seem to be but their cats paws, 
pulling ehestnuts from the hot fire 
from day to day, but never getting any 
of the kernel, we get all the hulls. 

Assuming, that the Democrats will 
carry the South except Virginia, solid 
in 1884, we do not propose to make 
any argument about the numerical 
voting Republican strength in any of 
those States. We, however, put Vir- 
ginia in the list of possible Adminis- 
tration States for 1884. 

What we desire to get at, is this, the 
colored Republican as well as all other 
votes will be counted in Llinois, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Minnesota, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Now York, the Republican party can- 
not hope to succeed without the almost 
solid colored vote in these States. 

The present managed Republican 
organization has completely ignored 
the colored Republican as a class, went 
back on its promises, and has in no 
conceivable manner since kept its faith 
or the word of honor of its pretentions. 

We suggest, that-before the Nationa, 
Convention of 1884, yes, a good bit 
before then, that it will be in order 
for the large and controlling colored 
vote in the States mentioned, to take 
such steps as will secure to them and 
the race at large, something more 
binding than promises, something that 
cannot be set aside at will or pleasure, 
something that will not be made to the 
hope and broke to the heart. 

The material that will make up a 
National Colored Mens’ Convention in 
1883, will show the country that twenty 
years has done wonderful things for 
the slave-bound down-troden race. 
When the Convention assembles in this 
city, in September next, the young 
men to the front, our brain, capacity, 
neuclus, and. high social morals and 
intellectual standing, will be shown to 
such an extent, that general amaze- 
ment will fog the eyes of those, 
especially those who have been think- 
ing for the past ten or fifteen years; 
“alas, the poor colored man, what will 
become of him when left alone?” 


Of the several young gentlemen in 
the service of the government here 
from the south, some it is said, have 
pursued a commendable course. They 
have made, and are making good use 
of their time and opportauities. They 
have been seen attending more than 
one of the institutions of learning in 
titis city, namely Howard University, 
especially its law, medical and theo- 
logical departments; Maryland Uni- 
versity, the Spencerian Business college 
and thelike. Ina word these young 
men have labored assidously to ad- 
vance themselves and their race. 

There is a young gentleman here 
from Mississippi, or New Jersey, in 
whose favor as much could not be said. 
We donot know that he has done any- 
thing to advance himself during all§the 
time he has been herd. We have never 
heard of him doing anything of ac- 
count in the interest of the race. Yet, 
he has seen fit to criticise us because 
we chose, in our last issue, to allude 
in our own way to the Englishman 
who is at the head of the Bethel Lit- 
erary Association, unfortunately for 
the latter.

Mr. Chase said that Mrs. Bed- 
ford had gone away the day after the 
receipt of the letter ani hal not yet 
returned. 

Mr. Hamilton was seen, who said 
that he did not see the letter himself, 
but was told by Mr. Sayoy that Mrs, 
Queenan, mother of the other executed 
man, had told him (Savoy) that she 
had reeeived a letter from some western 
judge in regard to Johnston's confes- 
sion, and that she had gone away, but 
he didn’t know where.---National Re- 
publican. 

The daily papers are greatly excited 
over the.article published in the Brr 
last Saturday, about the Hirth murder. 
There were about twenty reporters and 
correspondents visited us Monday even- 
ing to ascertain the authenticity of our 
publication.

ENTERTAINMENT, MUSICAL AND LIT-

About a year ago several colored 
men in Abbeville who formerly 
had belonged to the Presbyterian 
Church, joined together and, deter- 
mined to provide a place of worship 
for theinselves and any others who 


might wish to affiliate with them. 
Until then there had been only one 
colored church in town, the A. M. E. 
Success attended their efforts. Money 
was collected, a building lot purchased, 
and the work of erection begun less 
than a year ago. Now the building is 
almost completed, and with its taste- 
ful belfry it is an ornament to the 
town. With wise forethought a school- 
room was built at the same time under 
the same roof. 

The founders of the church have 
been equally successful in obtaining 
the services of an intelligent, well ed- 
ucated and zealous pastor, the Rev. E. 
W. Williams, who was educated at the 
Howard University Washington. He 
has been ministering to his flock with 
great success and acceptability, adding 
constantly to its numbers, until now 
there are over a hundred members in 
connecction with the Second Presby- 
terian Church. We understand that 
foruteen new members joined last Sun- 
day. 

Believing that the school is the 
handmaid of the Church, these colored 
Presbyterians opened a school in con- 
nection with their Church, and here 
again good fortune attended them. An 
educated well trained. teacher is as 
necessary to a school asis a pious and 
educated preacher is to acongregativn. 
And the colored Presbyterians have 
reason to be proud of their teacher, 
who is the wife of their minister. Mrs. 
Williams, like her husband, was educa- 
ted in Washington at the Howard Uni- 
versity, and for several years before 
her marriage she was employed asa 
teacher in the public schools of Wash- 
ington. We only wish every colored 
school in South Carolina were blessed 
with as highly educated and compe- 
tent a teacher. She is assisted by Miss. 
Mahala Henderson, who has had con- 
sidrable experience also as a teacher. 
Under their charge the school has suc- 
ceeded well, and it deserves to succeed. 
The parents have not waited for “local 
taxation” to help them, but out of 
their scanty hard-earned wages they 
havebeen able and willing to pay a 
small sehool fee. Let other colored 
communities, and white ones too— 
Columbia, for instance—take a lesson 
and follow theirexample. It is of no 


schools, white and colored, are sup- 
ported mianly by the voluntary pay- 
ment of school fees, without any help 
from “local taxation,”

The theory of the defense in the 
memorable trial was that Johnson was 
the murderer, and one of the most sen- 
sational scenes ever enacted in a court 
of justice was When Johnson was 
placed in among 4 fdniber of Yoling 
colored men; and an old déaf aiid dum 
ne was told td pick out the man 
Whd sitid hdd Bef off the 
night of the murder and told her in 
the lan of the fingers that he had 
just killed Hirth. 

The old woman who had been testi- 
fying through Dr. Gallaudet paced up 
and down the court-room, scanning 
eagerly the faces of the men, until her 
eyes fell ori Johison; and theti with an 
intense excitement in which she seemed 
bursting in her mute effort to speak, 
pointed out

and made an impression that will never 
be forgotten by thuee who witnessed it, 
and left afl unchangdble Gon¥iction in 
many minds that Johnson was the 
guilty man. 

The story of the trial and the execu- 
tion is fresh in everybody's memory. 

Johnson contpelled to teave the 
city, so strong was the feeling against 
him amoung the colored people, and was 
last heard of in Boston; his mother 
still continuing to live in the vicinity 
of the Children’s Hospital. 

When the reporter reached Samson 

street, the old home of Sandy Pinn and 
Babe Bedford, the narrow thorough- 
fare Was alive With eXcitenietit and 
gossip aliowit the alleged confession as 
it appeared in Zhe Crttic, and in every 
doorway little groups of people were 
diseussing the publication: ‘The feel- 
ing against Johnson was almost unani- 
mous, and many of the people were 
empathic in their statements that the 
innocent men were punished. 
MRS. PINN, MOTHER OF SANDY PINN, 
was found in her little house and imme 
diately guessed the reporter’s errand. 
She was very feéble, and cottld scarcely 
speak; hd¥ing Ueell; ds slié sitid, an in- 
valid ever since her son’s conviction, 
and having been dangerously ill since 
his death. She said that she had 
always believed Johnson to be the 
murderer, and that it some time would 
be known that her boy was innocent, 
but that she knew nothing of any con- 
fession by Johnson, and did not know 
where he was. She would not be sur- 
prised if Johnson had confessed, but 
did not believe that Mrs. Bedford or 
Mrs. Queenan had been notified of the 
fa: t. 

A young colored woman who was 
seen said that Mrs. Bedford was now 
in Brightwood and had reeeived no in- 
telligence of a cotifession by Johnson. 

Mr. Hayward, one of the counsel for 
the defense in the Hirth trial,said that 
while he had no proof of Johnson’s 
confession, he would not be surprised 
at it. Hehad the evidence to prove 
that the principal witnesses at the 


trial had purjured themselves, and but | q 


for the statute of limitations they 
would be prosecuted. As to the 
murder, he had always known that 
THE MURDERER HAD ESCAPED JUS1 ICE 
and still believed that in the course of 
time he would betried and convicted. 
The only difficulty was that to secure 
a conviction certain parties would 
have to be induced to admit that they 
testified falsely at the trial. 

Mr. William Calvin Chase, who has 
published some statements of the re- 
ported confusionin the BEE, said he 
obtained his information from Jona- 
than Hamelton, who told him he had 
seen the letter which had been sent to 
Mrs. Bedford, the mother of one of the 
men who was hanged. Mr. Chase said 
that Mrs. Bedford had gone away the 
day after the receipt of the letter and 
had not yet returned. . 

Mr. Hamilton was seen, who said, 
that he did nut see the letter himself 
but was told by Mr. Savoy that Mrs 
Queenan, mother of the other executed 
man, had told him (Savoy) that she 
had received a letter from some W es- 
tern judge in regad to Johnson’s con- 
fession, and that she had gone away, 
but he did not know where. 

The rumors are so numerous and so 
generally believed that there must. be 
some foundation for them, and yet no 
reliable source can be found. 

The police authorities have no in- 
formation on the matter and do not be- 
lieve that Johnson has made any con- 
fession. They say that Queenan, Bed- 
ford and Pinn were convicted upon 
indisputable evidence, and that all the 
material parts of Johnson’s testimony 


were fully corroberated; that nothing | 


has oecurred since to change the facts 
in the case, and that they think the 
rumor gotinto circulation in counne- 
tion with some other case.—Critic Tues- 
day April 3

SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 


While Mr. George Richardson's prin- 
ciples are right on the mixed school 
uestion, his thedry is wrong— we 
hold that the agitation of the mixed 
school question in the south would be 
dangerotis to the p of the 
southern colored people at this time. 
We maintain our same position that 
we assumed before the National Press 
Convention. In those states where 
mixed schools will benefit the negro 
there let us have them, btit in the 
District of Columbia, where the people 
are denied the right of suffrage, and in 
the South where Bourbonism is so 
prevalent and prejudiced to the educa- 
tional advancement of the negro—the 
agitation of this question in these sec- 
tions will tend more to the destruction 
of ourinstitutions. The advocates of 
mixed schools look at one side of the 
question only; they look at the existing 
evils through a smoked glass. Mr. Rich- 
urdsons’ theory of mixed schools is 
hypothetical with no substantial assur- 
ance of the benefits. The benefits so 
far as he argues are presumptive. 
We who are opposed to the agitation 
of this question believe in the prin- 
ciple as much so 4s the advocates of it, 
but we hold that it is practically inex- 
pedient. This is not a question on 
which to make spread-eagle speeches. 
Therc are four cardinal principles upon 
which this question is based, which are 
the same that we suggested tg the 
National Press Convention last Sum- 
mer and we hold and still aver that 
these are the principle points to 
consider. 

lst. Because it it a secondary princi- 
ple to the rights of man. 

uestion of 


2nd. ause it is not a 
mixing the schools in the South, but 
shall the negroes be educated, which is 
one of the cardinal principles of South- 
ern bourbonism, and such agitation 
would tend to the disadvantage of the 
colored people in the South. 

Srd. The sentiment of the Liberal’s 
to unite the masses against bourbon- 
ism must be sufficiently developed, 
which will be the first principle of the 
rights of man, before the consideration 
of the secondary principle can be suc- 
cessfully carried into effect. 

4th. As an example, the State 


of Virginia has sufficiently 
developed its Liberal sentiment 
and not a leader would dare to 


make the mixed school question an is- 
sue in the state at this time. Why? 
because while the liberal movers are 
in favor of according equal political 
rights to the negro, but the right of 
mixing colored children with white 
children is a principal the liberals 
held sacred and and nothing but a rad- 
ical change in the body politic will 
obliterate the prejudice of the Liberals 
against mixed schools. This whole 
echool question is based upon the 
above principles. Mr. Waring took 
a philosophical view of this question 
in his speech on last Tuesday eveuin g. 
He, coming from a place where there 
is no prejudice against mixed schools, 
admits from experience that seperate 
schools arenecessary. In the District 


of Columbia we are satisfied with our 
public school system and any attempt 
to invade and disturb its tranquility 
shall receive the condemnation of the 
masses.

Fill a common flower pot with fine 


“loam. Ly jarring “he pot, set the soil 


moderately firm, leaving the surface 
finely pulverized. On this seatter the 
seeds and jar the pot again to settle 
them’ into the crevices of the soil. 
Then place the potin shallow water 
ina warm, sunny window or plant- 
house, and see that sufficient water is 
kept in the suucer or basin in which 
the pot rests to keep the surface of the 
soil in the pot sufficiently wet. Any 
fancy pot with saucer attached will 
answer equally well if the drainage 
hole is suiliciently low. 

Treated as here suggested nearly, it 
not quite, all good seeds will grow, 
even those which happen to remain in 
full view on the surface of the soil. 
The p:an is easily adopted and necessi- 
tates no trouble:ome ex pedients to pre- 
vent the washing out of the seeds or 
sf packing of the soil as when water 

applied direetly to the surface as is 
usually done; and no glass need be 
placed on the top of the pot, for by 
capillary attraction the surface of the 
soil will keep sufficiently wet if enough 
water is kept at the base of the pot.— 
Rural Neo Yorker. 


Inflaence of Food Upon Milk. 


The influence of the character of the 
food used upon the character of the 
milk has received during the past two 
months considerable attentioa at the 
New York agricultaral experiment 
station. Bulletin No. 33 is a report of 
results. 

It seems certain that. the influence 
of the food is to be detected more 
readily in the churning of the butter 
from the milk than from the study of 
the actual butter fat in the milk. Thus 
during forty-eight days’ trial, from 
January 2 to February 18, under dif- 
ferent kinds of food, the percentage of 
fat in the milk, according to analysis, 
varied from 4.47 to 5.99; the percent- 
age of butter as obtained by the churn 
varied from 2.40 to 5.97, From these 
figures it will be seen that the varia- 
tiou in the butter obtained is here 
greater than in the variation tn the fat 
inthe milk. Taking the average of 
the last three days of each period of 
feeding, in order to Obtain the influence 
of food upon the butter and the fat, 
the fat percentage varied from 4.87 to 
5.87, while -h» per cent. of butter ob- 
tained varied from 3.42 to 578. Or, 
expressing these facts in another 
form, while the variation betw-en 
the maxiwum and minimum de- 
termination for the fat was but 
nine‘¢en per cent. from the average, 
the variation in the amounts of butter 
oltained was fifty-two per cent. from 
the average. However the figures were 
investigated, the same fact appears 
evident, and at first Dr. Sturtevant 
was inclined to ascribe this difference 
in the butter obtained t» the imperfec- 
tion of the process of churning. Upon 
consultation, however, with experi- 
enced butter makers, he found that 
this fact of the variability of the milk 
in the churn from day to day had been 
already noticed, Thus during the 
famous trial of the Jersey cow 
“ Bomba,” in 1882, when twenty-one 
pounds eleven ounces of butter were 
obtained in seven days from 205 pounds 
six ounces of milk, while the average 
percentage of butter obtained for the 
seven days period was 10.56 per cent. 
yet the daily percentage varied from 
9.48 to 12.34 per cent., or a variation of 
twenty-seven per cent.from the avefage. 
Other experiments cited by Dr. Sturte- 
vant appear to substantiate the con- 
clusions drawn from his own experi- 
ence, that the percentage of butter ob- 
tained varies far more than does the 
analysis of the milk. » 

W hile the phenomenal cow, “Bomba,” 
yielded 10.56 per cent. of butter during 
the seven days of her trial, the factory 
yield of the State seems, so far as data 
at hand will determine, to be slightly 
over four per cent. of butter, or, if 
the salt used be excluded, about four 
pounds of butter to the hundred 

ands of milk. In 1871 six factories 

the State report from 3.97 te 4.83 
per cent. of butter, while from 1871 to 
1873, inclusive, the average for sixteen 
factories was 4.32 per cent. 

Dr. Sturtevant therefore infers, until 
further data shall modify bis opinion, 
that whatever herd yields to the but- 
ter-maker less than four pounds of 


«butter to the 100 pounds of milk is 
below the average product of the: 


State, and whatever herd yields more 
than this quantity is above the aver- 
age forthe State. The station herd 
during tbe trial yielded upon the aver- 
age, With different foods, 4.48 pounds 
of unsalted butter tothe 100 pounds 
of milk. While with this average for 
the period, yet the influence of food 
seems to have vari d the product from 
8.64 pounds of butter to 5.47 pounds 
of butter to the 100 pounds of Milk. 

He also at present assumes that the 
yield of butter from a herd is governed 
by the breed or by the selectiun of the 
animal and by the character of the food 
supplied, and that the influence of the 
food seems more inarked toward in- 
finencing the butter product than 
toward influencing the absoute rich- 
ness of the milk, 

Taking the last three days of each 
period of feeding, in order to eliminate 
the influence of the mere change of 
food which shows during the first day 
or so, he illustrates the intluence of the 
food by grouping results in the follow- 
ing table :

He thinks if cows were fed 
w.th bean meal several times a year 
they would never be troubled with 
garget. 

A French chemist claims to have 
discovered a method of overcoming 
the danger threatenihg vineyards 
from the ravages of the phylloxera. 
His process is to inoculate the vines 
with the phenol poison. The phyllox- 
era do not attack plants thus treated, 
and are extirpated for want of food. 
The vines are in no way injured by 
the inoculated process. 

It is no rare thing for those having 
cows to sell to allow them to go un- 
milked'for a time or two before selling, 
in order to impress the buyer with a 
well filled uddsr. This is both rascally 
and cruel. Although we have never 
heard of the law in this country inter- 
fering in such matters, in England re- 
cently a cow dealer was fined $20 and 
cost for an offense of this kind. 

Any cause that interferes with the 
condition of the cow after calving 
may produce milk fever. Exposure, 
too much exercise or mervous excite- 
ment are sufficient to bring on an at- 


tack, and a recovery israre. It is the, 


“ounce of prevention” in this case, 
as in many others, that is worth the 
pound of cure. Keep the animal 
quiet for a week before and after 
calving, and nurse her well. 

Corn which is hilled will blow down 
more readily than that which has level 
culture. This can be accounted for 
by the fact that ccra roots run very 
near the surface, and when hills are 
made they are confined to the small 
space covered by the hill, while in level 
culture the roots run from one row to 
the other, thus enabling the corn to 
stand strong, as nature intcnded, and 
in no way liable to be blown down ex- 
ccptby winds of unusual vi: lence. 


Nothing is more generally useful on 
afarm than a swe p or tread horse 
power. It can with proper machinery 
be applied to many purposts, sawing 
wood, cutting feed in winter, and 
grinding grain for stock. A good 
horse-power will thus save each year 
many times the interest on its cost, 
and with f ape care will last many 
years, smal steam eiging sill 
answer the same purpose, but most 
farmers have hcrses that must be fed 
whether worked or not. 


When farmers learn from experience 
that by housing theiy manure and 
thoroughly working it over, mixing 
with absorbants such as muck, earth, 
soad du t, leaves, etc., to take up 
the liquid aud ammonia set free, its 
value is double what it now is, and, 
too, at an expense much less than the 
same amount of plant food could be 
ovta ned in an artificial fertilizer, a 
new era will have been reached in agri- 
culture, and we shall see the feriili y 
of the old farms brought back to where 
they were fifty years ago. 

The water which can be gathered 
from the roofs of barns and sheds 
needed to shelter s‘ock will, if care- 
fully saved, be sufficient for the stock 
through the y‘ar. To acecmli-h this 
the cistern should be a /a‘ge one to 
hold the surplus of a wet seison till a 
tine of scarcity. With a lasement 
barn the cistern should be in the cor- 
ner where the bank of earth azainst the 
wall is deepest, to prevent freezing. 
Then with a faucet in the lower part 
of the cistern a continous small stream 
can be kept running, adapting the flow 
to the number of animals, so that the 
tub shall never be empty and never or 
very seldom run over. This planis a 
great conv( ntence in winter and more 
than repays the expense by saving ma- 
nure, beside the greater thrift of the 
stock. 


Recipes. 


Lemon BotTTer.—One and a half 
cupfuls white sugar, wht; of three 
yolk of grated rind and juice 
of a lemon anda half, or two small 
ones. Cook over a slow fire twenty 
minutes, stirring all the while. Very 
nice for tarts or t» be eaten a pre- 
serves. 


TEA CAKE.—A delicious tea cake is 
made by beating half a yound of but- 
ter toacream; to this add an equal 
quantity of sugar ; beat this with the 
butter until they are well mixed ; five 
well beaten eggs should then be stirred 
in; a liberal allowance of flavoring 
extract, and three-quarters of a pound 
of flour, with a cup and a half of well 
washed currants, Put enough of this 
mixture in the tins so that when done 
the cakes will be about two inches 
thick. They must be eaten while fresh 
to be enjoyed. 

Stewrep Parsnips.—Slice half a 
pound of fat salt pork, put it in a 
saucepan, add to it two quarts of cold 
water, let it gradually heat, and then 
boil gently for one hour. At the ex- 
piration of an hour scrape four pars- 
nips, slice them half an inch thick, 
aid them to the pork, and continueths 
boiling half an hour longer; meantime 
peel medium-sized potatoes, slice 
them ha'f an inch thick, and at the end 
of half an hour add them to the stew; 
aid also a tablespoonful of butter 
rolled in dry flour, a level teaspoonful 
of salt and half a saltspoonful of pep- 
per. As soon as the potatoes are ten- 
der serve the stew hot. 


BorLep CABBAGE.—Wash a medi 


um size head of cabbage in plenty of 
salted cold water, and trim away the 
woody part of the stalk; have ready 
over the fire a very pot contain- 
ing five or six quarts of salted boiling 
water ; put the cabbage into this boil- 
ing the pot over the hot- 
test part of the fire and bring its con- 
tents to the ing point as fast as 
possible. Leave the pot uncovered 
and every two or three minutes press 
the cadbage under the boiling wat21 
with a wooden spoon. Do not let the 
cabbage stop boiling for one instant ; 
boil it steadily and rapidly for twenty 
minutes ; then try one of the thickest 
stalks with a sharp knife ; if it is ten- 
der—just tender, without being at all 
watery—drain the cabbage at once; if 
it is not quite tender, let it boil five 
minutes longer and then drain it; 
serve it hot at once with a palatable 
seasoning of salt, pepper and butter. 


Heuseheold Hints, 


How To CLEAN WALL Parer.—To 
clean wall paper, take off the dust with 
a soft cloth. Witha little flour and 
water make a lump of very stiff dough, 
and rub the wall gently downward, 
taking the length of the arm each 
stroke, and in this way go round the 
room. Asthe dough becomes dirty, 
cut the soiled part off. In the secon1 
ronud commence thestro<e alittle above 
where the last one eaded, and be very 
careful not to cross the paper or to go 
up again. Ordinary papers cleaned in 
this way will look fresh anid bright, 
and almost as good as new. Some 
papers, however, and these most ex- 

sive ones, will not clean nicely; and 
order to ascertain whether a paper 
ean be cleaned nicely, it is best to try 
it in some obscure corner, where it will 
not be noticed if the result is unsatis- 
factory. If there be any broken places 
in the wall, fill them with a mixture of 
equal ya'ts of plaster of paris and 
silver sand, made into a paste with a 
little water; then cover the place with 
a lit‘le piece of paper like the rest, if 
it can be had. 

How To TAKE OvuT ScREWs FROM 
Woop Work.—One of the most sim- 
ple and readiest methods for loosening 
arusted screw is to apply heat to the 
head of the screw. A small bar or 
rod of iron, fat at the end, if reddened 
in the fire and applied for a couple or 
three minutes to the head of the rusted 
screw, will, as soon as it heats the 
screw, render its withdrawal as easy 
by the screw-~driver as if it was only a 
recently insertedscrew. As there is a 
kitchen poker in eyicry house, that in- 
strument, if heated at its extremity, 
and applied for a few minutes to the 
screw or screws, will do the required 
work of loosening, and’an ordinary 
ccrow-driver will do the rest, without 
causing the least damage, trouble or 
vex@tion of spirit. In all work above 
tie common kiad, where it is neces- 
Sary to use screws, and particularly in 
hinge work and mountings, fancy fast- 
enings and appliances atlixed to join- 
ery of furhiture work, we would ad- 
vise the oilingjof screws or dipping 
their points in grease before driving 
them. This will render them more 
easy to drive, and also to withdraw, 


and it will undoubtedly retard for a} 


longer time the action of rusting. 


New Frewcu Mernop or Wash 
InG.—A new system of wash ng kas 
lately been introduced ia some French 
towns which is worthy of special 
mention. lis economy isso great as 
to greatly reduce the cost. This isthe 
process: One kilo (two pounds) of soap 
is reduced with a little water toa sort 
of pap, which, ‘having been slightly 
warmed, is coolel in forty-five litres 
(ten gallons) of water, to which is ad- 
ded one spoonful of turpentine oil and 
two spoonfuls of ainmonia; then the 
mxture is agitated. The water is 
kept at a temperature which may be 
borne by the hand. In this solution 
the white clothes are put, and left 
there ior two hours before washing 
them with soap, taking care in the 
meantime to cover the tub. Thesolu- 
tion may be warmed again and used 
once more, but it will be necessary to 
add half aspoonful of turpentine and 
another spoonful of ammnia. Once 
washed with soap the clothes are put 
in warm water, and the biue is ap- 
plied This process, it is obvious, 
spares much time, much labor and 


‘fuel, while it gives to the clothes a 


whiteness much superior to that ob- 
tained by any other method, and the 
destructive use of the washboard or 
of pounding is not necessary to’ clean 
the clothes from the impurities which 
they contain. 


The Pianoforte. 


Miss Charlotte W. Hawes, ina recent 
lecture cn the pianoforte, states some 
interesting facts: The mcd:rn piano- 
forte was born in 1711, in the mind of 
Christofori of Padua, Italy, and is a 
successor of the instrument known in 
Nebuchadnezzar’s time as the dulcimer. 

The first piano seen in England 
was made by Father Wood, an English 
monk of Rome; it was for a ion 
time without a rival, the wonder an 
delight of all who heard it ; but about 
the year 176U some ingenious mechan- 
ics came from Germany to England in 
search of employment as- pianofurte 
makers, and this gave the instrument 
an impetus ; it wasa party of twelve, 
who were hence called the twelve 
apostles. The demand for pianos has 
constantly increased. Better music 
has been written for the pianoforte 
than for any other instrument. We 
need only to study the works of Bee- 
thoven to be convinced of the wealth 
of harmonious combinations which 
have been the means of improving the 
tastes of the people, beside the 
exquisite enjoyment which the music 
directly dispenses. Years ago piano- 
forte music constituted a very modest 
portion of a music-seller’s stock; now 
it fills three-fourths of his shelves, 


and makes his chief business. Over | 


two hundred thousand compositions 
for this instrument have been pub- 
lished in America alone. There are 
ten million fanuiilies in the United 
States, and it isspeaking within bounds 
to reckon upon a quarter of a million 
instruments stationed in these homes, 
and one can estimate, by the knowledge 
which he may have of family life in 
America, how largely the amusements 
of these families are at home and 
within the family circle, where music 
on the piano contributes the greater 
portion of their enjoyment. Oonld 
anything else be substituted to pro- 
mote the home life in America? 

To dread no eye and to suspect no 
tongue is the great prerogative offanvu- 
cence.

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THE ONONDAGI\S. 


and Custems of a Once Powerfal 
ndian Tribe Dwelling ia the Center of 
New VYerk. 


In the very center of the State of 
New York, only seven miles from the 
city of Syracuse, and surrounded by a 
wealthy white population, dwell the 
remr a its of the Onondagatribe of In- 
dians.. Their reservation is three miles 

uare and contains about 6,000 acres 

beautiful, fertile land, and on it is 
one of the finest stone quarries in Cen- 
tral New York. When first given 
them the reservation covered 50,000 
acres, but sale after sale has redu e | it 
to its present narrow limits. 

There are three hundred and twenty 
Onordagas living on the reservation, 
and about a hundred vther Indians of 
various nationalities residing with 
them. These people are recognized as 
a nation both by our State and general 
governments, and are dealt with ac- 
cording to treaties which we have again 
and again made with them. They 


‘maintain a form of government re- 


ceived from their ancestors, and prac- 
tice the same religious rites and cere- 
monies which their fathers observed 
before Columbus discovered this conti- 
nent. Although they have dwelt so 
n.:r our white citizens for three-quar- 
ters of a century, very many of them 
are unable to speak the English lan- 
guage, none pronounce it perfectly, 
and their entire conversation am 

themselves is in the Indian dialect. 

About half the-tribe or nation are 
professed Chii tians, and have adopt d 
in some degree the opinions ani cus- 
toms of Conristian civilization; while 
the other hulf clings with great pride 
and tenacity totheir traditional feast:, 
fasts and ceremonies. 

Among the pagan portion of the 
tribe marriage rites and obligations ar» 
almost ent-rely ignored. Men and 
women “take up” with each other, and 
live together, until it suits the .whim 
of either party to end the relation, 
and then separate. There is 
an old caying that the 
“Great Spirit” is angry with a map 
who divorces more than three wives; 
but iv is evident that these “braves’’ 
do not fear His anger, for a half dozen 
such divorces by one man is not un- 
usual, while the women as frequently 
change husbands. In all cases of 
separation the children, if there are 
any, follow the fortune of the mother, 
and depend upon her solely for care 
and support, the father giving himself 
no concern about them and contribut- 


ing nothing whatever to their support. | 


asked one of the most intelligent 
and influential of the pagan men if he 
thought, after the separation of par- 
ents, the father should help provide 
fcr his children ? After deliberate re- 
flection he replied: “I don’t know.’ 
These often parted and often married 
people live quietly as neighbors and 
friends, the numerous divorces not 
seeming to interrupt the friendship of 
the parties. Neither age nor condition 
seews to regulate these singular mar- 
riages. I visited one home in which 
the husband could not bave been over 
twenty-one years old, while the wife 
was about sixty. 

The country of the Onondagas is the 
land of “ woman’s rights.” The mem- 
Lership of the tribe, as well as all title 
to property, descends only through the 
women. If ap Onondaga man marries 
outside the nation, even though he ve 
a ciief, hischildren are not recognized 
as members of the tribe, nor can they 
inherit his interest in tribal property. 
On the other hand, no matter whom a 
woman of the tribe marries, her chi 


dren are full Onondagas, with all the > 


franchises of the natiun. 

The woinen a « entitled to nominate 
the chiefs, and are equal voters with 
the men in all.tribal electians, If a 
woman possessed of prop:rty dies her 


children inherit her estate; but when | 


a man dies his property reverts to his 
mother’s heirs. 

Among the curious customs of this 
ewes is one known as the “ Dead 
“east.” Upon the decease of a man 
his nearest female relatives — his 
mother aud sisters and aunts on his 
mother’s side—meet at his residence 
and are a committee on his estate. A 
careful inventory of the property is 
madeand @ conclusion reached a3 to 
what shall be done with it. On the 
tenth day after his death a feast is held 
to which his kindred and near friends 
are invited. Each woman brings her 
dishes and basket of provisions, as to 
picnic. 
some chosen orator delivers a eulogy 


| on the deceased, at the conclusion of 


which the woman nearest of kin to 
him,.who is also the chairwoman of 
the committee on his estate,approaches 
the orator from behind, and, handing 
each article of the dead man’s effects 
to him, instructs him to whom to de- 
liver it, and the estate is divided and 
settled then and there. In this manner 
the living woman make and administer 
the “last will and testament” of the 
dead man, and from their action there 
is no appeal. 

After this important duty is performed 
the women distribute the refresh- 
ments, setting plates filled with food 
onjthe tables, stair-steps or window- 
sills for the spirits of.deceased friends 
who are believed to be present and en- 
jo ing the social festivities of the ocea- 

on.
